■THE PO TTER FARCE.

VVa s h iROTON, D. C., Oct. 23.—A curi­ 
ous story is all jat here in regard to the 
real object of Mr. Clarkson Potter’s visit to 
Washington a short time since. 
It is to 
the effect that the developments made by 
the publication of the cipher dispatches 
had greatly astonished and annoyed him, 
and that his visit to Washington was for 
the iparpose of making some inquiries 
himself in regard to the real character of 
tne early evidence which had been col ­ 
lected, and made the basis of the move­ 
ment for forcing the Potter resolution 
through the House. 
The statement now 
is that quite a number of Democrats were 
entirely misled by the assurances given 
in the early stages of the 
movement 
that-the evidence at hand was of such a 
character at to enable the Committee to 
make a esse against tho President and 
Secretary ot tho Treasury in a brief period. 
Ass result of these assurances, it was an­ 
nounced in a Democratic caucus, called to 
consider the expediency of passing a rose - 
lution of inquiry, that a care of Impeach­ 
ment could De completed within 
fifteen 
days. The result of Mr. Potter’s visit here is 
now said to be the conviction on his part 
that the most exaggerated value was given 
at the outset to the testimony, which was 
laid before those who doubted the expedi­ 
ency of an investigation, and that if the 
real character of the evidence collected, as 
it has since been discovered, had been 
known at the time it would have been Im­ 
possible to have committed a very consid­ 
erable number of influential Democrats on 
the floor of the House to the support of the 
resolution which finally passed. 
It is also 
asserted here by the Democrats that H r. 
Potter’s dual determination to decline a re­ 
nomination was caused largely by the em­ 
barrassments which arise from his own 
connection with the pending investigation.

POSSE COMITATUS. 


T h e P r e sid e n t C an I *e th e T o ite d 
B la te* A ro iy to P r o te c t C itize n * . 


W ashington, Oct. 23.—In the opinion o f 
Republicans .in and outside of Congress, 
the “posse comitatus'’ clause of the army 
bill, adopted at the last session, docs not 
prevent the President from using the mili­ 
tary forces of the United States to protect 
citizens cl the United States from such 
outrages as are being perpetrated in South 
Carolina. This was the construction placed 
upon the poise comitatus clause at the time 
the army bill was pending in Cocgress.and 
it was on this understanding of m e matter 
that the Republicans yielded to the enact­ 
ment of the clause. The Democrats in 
Congree* intended by the law to deprive 
tho President of authority granted to him 
by the Constitution and by the lawsa9 they 
existed, but with all their planning and 
scheming they missed the mark.

FINANCIAL AGITATION. 
Keep up this agitation, and what do you 
do ? I have heard that men were ready to 
Invest their money, and build a new cot­ 
ton mill in Janesville, lf they did, they 
would employ from 200 to 300 operatives.

from term to term. Now as business men, 
these gentlemen know that would involve 
this country in a financial ruin such as the 
world hp* scarcely seen before. They say: 
“ We gue?1 we will invest our means in 
four per cent, bonds, aud wait till the 
storm blows over.’’ They do so. The labor 
the country pays the interest ou their in­ 
vestment, and the 200 or 300 operatives are 
turned Into the streets! Th**, my friends, 
Is just what is going on all over our coun­ 
try to-night, and 
yet people 
wonder 


Regency of France, and was empowered 
by the Government in February to issue 
paper currency secured by all its landed 
possession in America ; and in May of the 
same year he had issued livers amounting 
to $0,000,Of 3,000 ! 
France never saw such prosperity before. 
At last the “volume of currency had been 
made equal to the wants of trade,” and 
business revived everywhere. This was 
flat money of the highest order, for the 
Prince oi Condo doubting the soundness 
of the bank, presented some of Bs bills for 
redemption, and Law not daring to re­ 
fuse, paid the coin. Bat &u loopers! edict 
speedily issued compelling |the Prince to 
return the coin lest the credit of the bank 
should be impaired. And the direst pen­ 
alties were pronounced against any one 
who should refuse to take this paper at its 
face value instead of coin. Now if mere 
power, either in Congress or elsewhere, 
could keep paper money at par with coin, 
bere was all the power needed. Yet, not­ 
withstanding all this, paper steadily depre­ 
ciated unltl $1 in coin would buy $75 in 
paper, the bank exploded and Law fled for 
his life from France. 
In 1790, the French Government itself 
assumed the power to emit paper based on 
landed security, and $30,000,000 s signals 
were issued, secured by church lands val­ 
ued at $15,000,000,000. $15,000,0'3,00 to 
secure $80,000,00 J. Talleyrand lop posed 
the scheme and said the paper would de­ 
preciate Mirabe&u scouted the idea, for 
was not the paper based on land the best 
security In the world ? And yet through 
these assignats bore 4 per cent interest, in 
twelve months thsy lost one-third their 
value. In 1793, the severest

were pronounced against any one who

Here was 
flit power again.

EX-SKNATOK DOJLIIILS’S FLAN. 


SUBSTITUTE NON LEGAL TENDER FOR BANK 
NOTES. 
The ex-Senator proposes to issue $322,- 
Offi(OOO of nou-legal tender notes and 
thereby save $12,800,OOO annually. And 
he 19 surprised that I am not alive to the 
fact that this congressional district is losing 
$40,000, and this couDty $10,COO by not 
adopting his plan. Let us give the ex- 
Senator a better proposition than he gives 
himself. Let 
us stand on the Bank 
Comptroller^ report of last year, which I 
hold here in my hand. The National 
banks in round numbers received $18,000,- 
000 interest on their bonds, and paid $16,- 
0C 0,000 taxes ; $7,000,000 to the general 
government and $9,000,000 State, county 
and local. Now if we owe the principal 
of the bonds held by the banks, we owe 
the interest on the principal until it is paid. 
And it is just as right that we should pay 
the interest ss the principal. And we 
must pay the interest, no matter who 
holds the bonds unless we mean to repu­ 
diate it. 
Now, if we could substitute non­ 
legal tender notes for the bills of the banks 
and some $18,000,000 interest and lose $16,- 
000,000 of taxes, we would save only $2,- 
OCO.OOO and there would be about 4 ^ 
apiece for all the people of the country. 
That would hardly bring good times. But 
you say we would still have the $9,000,000 
State and county taxes. No. My com­ 
petitor, Mr. Parker, is in favor ot wiping 
out the National banks, whose shares now 
are matters of public record and cannot 
avoid full taxation. But put this capital in 
other kinds of property and any arsef9or 
will tell you that you would not get the 
taxes on one-third of it. The comptroller 
right In this book tells us.that not 15 per 
cent. of the personal property of the State 
of New Y'ork pays taxes of any kind. But 
suppose yousave Hie lull $9,000,000 of tax­ 
es and divide that among all the people 
and it would give them only about 20 
cent3 apiece. That would never bring the

Particular* of Hi* Operation* In Mil­ 
waukee-How the Bonk* were Vie- 
tln ixeL 


M ilw a u k e e , W is., Oct. 28.—It now ap­ 
pears that Charles Etheridge, the St. Paul 
defaulter, drew $29,000 from the banks of 
this city on Thursday last on drafts ob­ 
tained in St. Paul and Minneapolis. 
The 
draft for $15,000, cashed by the Milwaukee 
National Bank, was drawn by the Mer­ 
chants’ National Bank of St. Paul on the 
American Exchange National Bank, of 
New York, payable to Etheridge, beside 
Mitchell’s 
Bank 
cashed a draft for 
$8,000, 
drawn 
by 
the 
North­ 
western 
National 
Bank 
of 
Minneapolis, on the Tradesmans’ National 
Bank, New York. Etheridge then, on the 
purchase of $25,000 worth of government 
bonds at tne bank of Cramer & Co., pre­ 
sented in payment a draft for $6,253, drawn 
by the First National Bank of Minneapolis 
ob the Fourth National Bank, New York, 
on which he received the bonds and the 
balance. The operator subsequently pur­ 
chased $10,000 worth of government bonds 
at the bank house of Belcher & Co. On his 
arrival bere, Etheridge hunted up an old 
friend, Preston B. Mann, and secured iden­ 
tification at the banks. 
Mann suspected 
that the operator had violated his privileges 
as agent for Eastern trust companies, and 
at ou cc telegraphed to St. Paul. It Is sup­ 
posed the defaulted boarded the afternoon 
train for Canada via Chicago on Thursday 
afternoon.

FIAT MONEY ! 
Our fiat money friends say that the 
United Slates may stamp a piece of paper ; 
" this is a dollar!” Prescribe by law that it 
shall be taken in payment of all debts, 
dues and demands, public aud private, and 
it is a dollar—just as good as a gold dol­ 
lar ! Why ? Because they s*y it basalt the 
property of the U cited States back of it to 
secure it. Why ! it it is es good a9 a gold 
dollar, what do you want propelly behind 
it to secure it for ? Give me a goi)d gold 
dollar and so tar as the value of that dollar 
is concerned, I don’t care whether the 
property of the United StatM is behind it 
or not. All you want behind a gold dollar 
is the power to hand it out, and the world 
stands ready to take it; has stood ready to 
take it at iv* full vslue for the last G,0C0 
years, and will st*od ready to take it for 
the next 6,000 years to com e! [Applause. | 
Now Is that not a pretty stable kind of 
money ? 
But the fiat doctors 9ay, that paper se­ 
cured by all the property of the United 
States, is better than coin security or a 
mortgage on a farm, because the former 
included the latter and is just that much 
better. 
But supposing you have a mortgage on 
all the property of the Government, how 
are you going to foreclose it ? 
You can 
not sue tne United Slates. 
Nor can you 
levy on Its capitol, ships or arsenal. 
Had 
you rather have a mortgage which you can 
forclose or one which you cannot fore­ 
close? 
The Government from necessity has kept 
the holders of its notes for 15 years out of 
IO or 12 per cent of their value. Supposing 
you had an over due mortgage on a good 
farm in Rock county, how long do you 
think the mortgagor would keep you out ot 
IO or 12 per ceut of the principal, it it drew 
no interest atter due ? 
Had you rather have a mortgage on a 
farm which you can foreclose, or had you 
rather have one on the universe which you 
cannot foreclose ? 
The trouble with this fiat money is that 
there is no labor in it. 
It costs nothing to 
produce it. 
You have heard that, the 
world over, the average cost of a gold dol­ 
lar is a (lay’s labor. 
Now I hold in tins 
hand a gold dollar, and in that a promise 
to pay a dollar. The one is a day’s work 
performed, the other Is a day's work to be 
performed. 
What, but the fiat of the Al* 
mighty eau make these two thiogs equal 
to each other ? And yet this whole scheme 
of fiat money rest on just that assumption 
—that they are equal I 
The Government ba9 received value from 


Our Greenback friends n y they do not 
mean fiat money, or unlimited paper i? 
sues. I con ft- i it J* hard to determine 
what they do mean for any considerable 
leLgth of time. Certainly if their Elkhorn 
platform means anythin?, it means the 
lesue of full legal tender paper in time of 
profouud peace.

poins has Invited me to stop and discuss this 
proposition for ten consecutive nights, a
